The Franc and War Debts. 

M. Poincaré’s diplomatic reply yestet- 
day to the French ex-Service men’s 
organisation tends to confirm the report 
tha: he has changed his mind on a vital 
matter of public policy. The ex-Service 
men protested strongly against any 
attempt to ratify the Mellon-Bérenger 
and Churchill-Caillaux agreements for the 
payment of France’s war debts to the 
United States and Great Britain. Since 
M. Poincaré’s Government was formed 
largely on the policy of refusal to ratify 
these agreements the protest ought tg have 
been superfluous; but many things have. 
happened in the last few weeks. In fact, 
it is now believed to be highly probable 
that when the Chambers meet at the be- 
ginning of next month M. Poincaré will 
ask them to ratify the two agreements, 
and that he will. be supported by. M. 
Marin, M. Tardieu and other recent 
opponents of ratification. Such a course 
may surprise foreign observers of the con- 
siderably improved position of the French 
Treasury during M. Poincaré’s- short 
tenure of office, As a result of his 
monetary policy the national revenues 
have been increased and the franc has 
become almost stable in foreign markets. 
To a large extent, however, this progress 
is illusory. The better position of the 
franc is due chiefly to the severe restric- 
tion of credits; drastic methods in the 
imposition and recovery of taxes are 
responsible for the quicker flow of receipts 
to the Exchequer. In the nature of things 
these improvements cannot be permanent, 
and at any moment the combined effects 
of restricted credits and dearer living may 
produce an economic crisis. : 

M. Poincaré’s plight is doubly em- 
barrassing. His strong objections to rati- 
fication of the debt agreements are on 
record, and the temporary improvement 
of the franc strengthens those objections 
in the minds of citizens who, like the ex- 
Service men; find in the agreements 4 
grave menace of financial bondage to the 
United States. The Prime Minister, how- 
ever, is both brave and shrewd ; and recent 
events may have converted him to the 
opinion of the Committee of Experts that 
no internal measures will suffice to 
stabilise the franc, that foreign credits are 
essential, and that these must be sought 
in England and America. From the 
French point of view the American terms 
are harsh. Their acceptance would be, 
at the best, a highly unpopular necessity, 
and M. Poincaré probably has small hope 
that he will be able to secure the qualify- 
ing conditions which he outlined in his 
reply to.the ex-Service men. Yet, as the 
Paris Correspondent of the Observer 
suggests, there is.one consideration which 
may reconcile the majority of Frenchmen 
to a hard bargain with Washington. If 
Parliament can be convinced that foreign 
credits must be found, public opinion may 
prefer to seek them directly from the 
United States than indirectly by means 
of an understanding with Germany. 
Writing in the Matin, M. de Jouvenel, 
lately the Governor of Syria, says that 
Germany's offer of financial help in return 
for the evacuation of the Rhineland is 
vain, since it must depend on America’s 
consent, which probably would be refused. 
M. Poincaré’s own choice between the 
American Scylla. and the German 
Charybdis is hardly doubtful. 

The Paris Correspondent of The Times 
describes the efforts which the Cabinet 
is making to check the mounting cost of 
living. It proposes to decentralise ad- 
ministration, to reduce tk> term of

From Colenso to Delville. . 
At Delville Wood yesterday Mrs. Louis 
Botha, widow of the great South African 
leader, unveiled. a national memorial. in 
honour of the Union soldiers who fell in 
the world war. The ceremony took place 
in the presence of a distinguished com- 
pany, including Prince. Arthur of 
Connaught, General Hertzog, Prime 
‘Minister of the South African Union, 
Earl Haig, and Mr. ‘Amery, Secretary of 
State for the Dominions. Telegrams were 
received from the Prince of Wales and 
Mr. Baidwin, and a large party of South 
Africa’s fighting men ‘who survived the 
great struggle was in attendance. The 
monument, which is described as one of the 
finest in France, stands above Delville 
Wood, surmounting that’ plain of sacrifice 
and valour on which the: soldiers of the 
South African Union, Dutch and British, 
Boer and Uitlander, wrote a deathless epic 
with their mingled blood. It is reached 
by an avenue of oak saplings, grown from 
acorns which were brought from South 
Africa, and overlooks the Union cemetery 
where thousands of Delville’s dead are 
laid at rest. The battle of Delville Wood 
was a great achievement. Its story of self- 
less gallantry sent the name of South 
Africa’s army ringing throughout - the. 
civilised world, and, as General Hertzog. 
said yesterday, it will act as an inspira- 
tion to all future generations of the 
South African people. Just twenty-five: 
years ago a very different condition of 
affairs was reported. The Boer War was 
still raging. General Sir Redvers Buller | 
had returned to England and was 
making his famous speech in the ‘Queén’s 
Hall, Westminster, where he told the 
stores of Colenso, of Ladysmith and of 
the Tugela Valley. Botha had entrenched 
himself near Vryheid, on the frontier of 
Natal, and martial law had been pro- 
claimed in Cape Town. Smuts and 
Hertzog both were in arms against the 
Crown. The bitterness of war had sunk 
deep into the souls of the British and 
South African peoples, and the most 
ardent advocate of reconciliation never 
could have hoped that, on the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of General Buller’s London 
speech, Botha’s widow and General Hertzog 
would have been standing side by-side with 
a British Field-Marshal and a British 
Cabinet Minister, sharing a common grief. 
and exulting in a common pride.’ Yet. 
such is the genius of the British Empire 
that transformations of this kind not only 
are possible, but have come to be regarded 
as commonplaces. The union of the South 
African peoples was brought about largely 
through the splendid personality of the 
late Louis Botha ; but Generals Smuts and 
Hertzog both have played their parts, and 
the presence of the latter at Delville Wood ' 
is sufficient answer to those who accuse | 
him of a desire to break the bonds of im- 
perial unity. General Hertzog is coming 
to the Imperial Conference next week with 
a programme to which some exception has 
been taken in his own country; for he is 
understood: to have certain objections. to 
the authority of the Governor-General. 
Nevertheless, the fact that he stood to the 
salute yesterday when the British National 
Anthem was played over South Africa’s 
exiled graves suggests that, if General 
Hertzog is the Empire’s worst enemy, 
citizens of the Commonwealth may sleep 
peacefully in their beds for many a day 
to come.

Hotel-Keeping. 


Last week 
keepers from 


some six hundred _hotel- 
all parts of the world 
attended an international congress at 
Budapest. They were entertained in regal 
style by their Magyar hosts, whose hospi- 
tality is famous throughout the globe; 
and we are told that on the last evening 
of their visit they sampled no fewer than 
twenty-six different brands of Hungarian 
wine and witnessed a ‘‘ Bacchanalian 
Vision ” performed by the corps de ballet 
on the edge of a lake by moonlight. Apart 
from this rather piquant aspect of their 
visit, however, the hotel-keepers not only 
had an opportunity of learning much 
from the Hungarian hotels—most of 
which, by the way, are excellent—but were 
able to compare notes and to return to 
their own countries full of new ideas and 
fresh enthusiasm. We do not know 
whether or not any. Free State. hoteliers 
weresin the party. Possibly the prospect 
of the festivitie: was too much for their 
unsophisticated minds; but we have no 
doubt that, if any of them were at Buda- 
pest, their hotels will be the better for 
their trip. The hotels of the Free State 
are not all bad, but very few of them are 
good. Outside the. big cities the number 
of -decent ‘hotels can be counted on the 
fingers of both hands, and, even in the 
cities, many of the “ best *’ leave much to 
be desired.

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CANON 4. W. TRISTEAM. 
We much r t to announce the death of 
Canon John William. Tristram. For many 


n intellectual am 
pe and he continuéd to take all his old 
pelight in cheery intercourse with his friends. 
A few weeks ago ec became seriously ill, and 
last Friday. he passed to bis rest, at his home, 
Ardoyne, Brarmshott Chase, Surrey. . 
Educated at ceri College, Dublin, Mr. 
Tristram took the B.A, deg.re, with a Senior 
Moderatorship in. Ethics rd Logie? in 1876, 
and the. M.A. | ae in 1879. For a time he 
was master of the Elliott Home, Grand Canal 
street, Dublin. In 1876 he was ordained 
deacon, and began his ministry as curate of 
..ghade, Co.. ‘Carlow.. At the end of ‘two 
ears and appointed incum- 
bent of Nurney, whera&, :c. remained until 
1880, when he went. to the parish of Santry, 
Co. Dublin, first as curate and subsequently 
as rector, spending altorether bhrat aes in 
that parish. He was incumbent of Maynooth 
from 1889 to 1894.

The public has refused to be disturbed 
the latest niistake of the Miners’ 
Federation, and yesterday business pro- 
ceeded as usual with barely a reference to 
Mr. Smith or Mr. Cook. It is recog 


| nised that nothing can be done by the 


Federation until the districts have rati- 
fied the command that the mines shal] be 
ruined; but it is thought extremely un- 
likely that the miners will agree to any 
such action. Over two hundred thousand 
men, not including the safety men, are 


now back at work, and they will have 


something to say about the threatened 
sabotage. The Government is now pos 
sessed of a mandate to move in a definite 
direction, if necessary; and in future i: 
will give full protection to those who are 
willing to work in the mines. It was 
understood in political circles yesterday 
that the Government is fully aware of its 
responsibility, and probably. will take 
steps to mark the fact before many hours 
are over. 


Mr. Hodges’s View. 


Mr. Frank Hodges called the newspaper 
men together yesterday to tell them wha’ 
he thought of the proceedings of the 
Miners’ Federation. He characterised 
them as a “crowning act of folly,” It is 
his opinion that the Federation is falling 
to pieces and that it will be the work of 
many years to restore it. The only hope 
of the men is the action to be taken by the 
local associations. Mr. Frank Hodge: 
Las been pessimistic as to the outcome of 
the strike ever since it was launched, and 
it is possible that his outspoken strictures 
may have some effect on the miners,: who 
formerly placed implicit confidence in his 
opinion. His utterances respecting Mr. 
Smith and Mr. Cook probably will result 
in an attempt to drive him from the 
Federation altogether; but it is a fact 
that many trade union leaders and men 
share the expressed opinion of Mr. Hodges 
to the full. 


Club Hours. 


One of the surprises of the Conservative 
Conference at Scarborough last Friday was 
the defeat of the motion concerning club 
hours, and the acceptance of a proposal 
that a select committee shall be set up to 
consider the question. It has long been 
asserted, and not without proof, that there 
was. great dissatisfaction in the party 
because war-time restrictions had not been 
removed, and it was fully anticipated that 
the motion before the Conference would be 
passed with unanimity. Fate, in the form 
of the woman delegate, intervened, -how- 
ever; for it was said by those present at 
the gathering that it was the vote of the 
women delegates that decided the question 
The fact is interesting, since women now 
play an equal part with .men in the 
political world.

Yesterday, in what was Delville Wood, 
the national war memorial of the peoples of 
South Africa to the whole of their immortal 
dead was unveiled, at the request of Genera! 
ae by Mrs. Louis Botha. The place in 
| which it stands is for ever hallowed ground— 
for the rest of the Empire as well as for 
South Africa. It has been acquired by. the 
Government of the Union, thanks to the 
courteous sympathy of France, as the per- 
petual possession of the two European races 
of South» Africa’ and of their children's 
children. To those of them who have lived 
through the Great War—and in the eyes of 
all the Allies—the name of Delville Wood is 
the symbol of the most desperate and heroic 
struggle in which their fellow-countrymen en- 
g ‘on the Western front. Nowhere in all 
the fields of battle on which they fought were 
they exposed to a fiercer succession of attacks, 
nowhere did they meet with a more stubborn 
and valiant resistance, nowhere weré they 
called upon, over and over again, to show 
finer courage, and to make a heavier sacrifice. 
The vane of those tertible days and nights in 
July, 1916, can never be fully told. 
Here it is enough to remember that 
of the 121 officers and 3,032 other 
ranks who composed General Lukin’s brigade 
at midnight on the fourteenth of the month, 
over 2,000 were retutned five days later as 
killed; wounded or missing. When the roll 
was taken on July 21st only 29 officers and 
7:1 other ranks answered their names. 

It is fitting then that Delville Wood, as 
the scene of the most exacting trial which 
the South African infantry brigade was 
called upon to undergo, should be the site 
of the national memorial, the charge of 
which was received yesterday from the 
Memorial Committee. of which the Prince 
of Wales is President, by General Hertzog, 
who, as the head of the present Union Go- 
vernment, ‘has helped to carry the scheme to 
its completion.

HANKOW AREA 


VISITED UNDER DIFFICULTIES, 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Ovi. Own CORRESPONDENT. 

HANAOW, Saturday Midnight. 

After being arrested, fred upon several 
times, and then nearly shipwrecked in a 
Chinese junk collision in the turbulent waters 
of the Yanetse, I returned to Hankow to- 
night, having visited all the mission institu- 
tions outside the walls of Wuchang.

FREE STATE’S MOST URGENT 
PROBLEMS. 


RA Speaking at a meeting held in Waterford 


esterday under the auspices of the locai 

O'Brien presiding— 
Senator J. O'Farrell, Chairman of the 
Labour Party and Trade Union Congress, said 
that a noteworthy feature of recent speeches

with greatest menace. 

It would be the object of the Labour Party 
in the forthcoming election to prevent those 
seeking a popular mandate from thus shelving 

ble roblems of this kind in favour 
Of ‘so-Calléd isstiés suitable only for muddle- 
headed professors and debating room 
‘devotees. Side by side with unemployment 
was a vast amount of national development 
work waiting to be done. Arterial drainage, 
afforestation ard housing were problems of 
national importance. hey were urgent ; 
they would be reproductive; they would 
absorb thousands of workers. It was true 
that they could only be extensively embarked 
upon by means of a loan; but it was better 
economics to pay the interest and sinking 
fund on a loan that would increase the 
national wealth, rovide a wider home 
market for our produce, and alleviate intense 
suffering, than to pay double the amount in 
unemployment benefit that brought no return 
but moral and physical deterioration. 


GOVERNMENT'S “'”. “ITY. 

He understood that even the reconstruction 
of the great amount of State property 
destroyed during the troubled years was 
being financed out of revenue. A loan would 
enable the work to be undertaken quickly 
and pushed with vigour, thus giving employ- 
ment and distributing purchasing power at a 

riod of unprecedented trade depression. 

he Minister for Finance found, as director 
of the Land Bank, that most business con- 
cerns have extensive recourse to credit, and, 
if this was necessary in ordinary business, it 
must be equally so in the case of a State 
starting under such appalling conditions as 
the Saorstat. The Free State debt was only 
about £15,000,000. Norway had a debt of

follow. It was remarkable that the great 
bulk of the debts of the Dominions was spent 
on productive national works. In the Saorstat 
the Government had such little confidence in 
the capacity of the country to pay for similar 
State enterprise that they were afraid to em- 
bark on a loan sufficient to drain the Barrow 
or plant with i..es the vast regions of waste 
land suitable for forestry, in which the 
country was so lamentabiy poor. If unem- 
ployment was not so terribly and increasingly 
peevalent this financial conservatism might 
amma although not necessarily admir- 
apie, 

Labour supported the Government to the 
extent to which development works such as 
the Shannon scheme and the beet factory in 
Carlow were concerned, and would continue to 
do so. Where they did violently join issue 
was in fixing a wage of 32s. per week for men 
working under scientific expert ‘organisation, 
thereby ensuring the utilisation of the last 
ounce of each man’s capabilities for fifty 
hours each week. This showed a lack of con- 
fidence in the country’s capacity to support 
its citizens except in a primitive way, and, if 
it was the best that heavy navvy work could 
hope to command, then those who discouraged 
emigration might call themselves patriots, but 
they were no friends of humanity. 


NO EXCUSE FOR PESSIMISM. 

The general position was not nearly so bad 
as painted by Mr. de Valera, or as satisfac- 
tory as Mr. Cosgrave would have them 
believe, but there was no cause whatever 
for pessimism.

Mr. Thomas O'Donnell, ex-M.P., said that 
it was not the intention of the founders. of 
the Nationalist movement to waste time in 
discussing or deploring past controversies or 
differences, but, as practical business men 
and patriotic Irishmen, to endeavour to 
rescue the people and save the nation from 
the dangers that threatened it at the moment. 
Their movement was open to all Irishmen 
who wanted to live in and serve their country. 
Instead of recalling ancient feuds as driving 
forces in politics they would direct the atten- 
tion of the people to bedrock economic and 
business principles. A dismembered Ireland, 
a people runinously taxed, a steadily declin- 
ing trade and prosperity were facts which 
stood out conspicuously and called for imme- 
diate attention. ' 

At the moment the most serious problem 
affecting citizens of the Free State was the 
ruinous taxation they had to bear, and, as a 
result, the serious steady decline in national 
wealth. The people were now masters of 
their.own destiny within the Free State, and 
if they failed to develop their resources and 
to improve their soeial and economic position 
the blame could only be placed at their own 
doors. They could no longer blame the 
foreigner Taxation should be proportioned 
to the wealth of the people and to their capa- 
city to bear it; a Government which took too 
much of a nation’s wealth for mere official- 
dom must dry up the sources of industry. and 
create pauperism and decay. In the Free 
State they had salaries large enough. and 
officials numerous enough for an empire, and 
not for an island. Instead of a decrease in. 
the cost of government under a native as 
compared with a foreign Parliament the ‘cost 
was four’ times what ft was in 1914). and 
nearly twice what it was in 1920, when Eng- 
land ruled and spent lavishly. Exports from 
Ireland were £204,000.000 for the year 1920, . 
and for the year ended 1926 they only 
amounted to £41,000,000. Put in a simple 


‘way, they were now paying for local and 


national taration in the Free State 17s, out 
of every £ which their exports produced. 
That was an alarming and impossible im- 
post, and if it continued it would mean the 
ruin of the few remaining industries of the 
nation. 
EFFECTS OF ' ~** TAXATION. 

The present excessive taxation in the Free 
State was responsible for the apalling con- 
dition of trade and of agrictiliure. in the 
country. No palliatives or pretended remedies 
would set the springs of industry throbbing 
till the workers and investors were certain 
that the State would not take from them the 
produce of their toil: Something very serious 
was wrong when the farmer did not pay his 
annuity. With the present high taxes indus- 
trial development was impossible, because 
they were a tatiff or handicap on the home 
manufacturer of from 25 to 30 per cent. A 
reduction of income tax to, say, ls. in the £ 
would do more to bring capital into the 
country to give employment and start in- 
dustries than all the ill-thought schemes pro- 
posed since the Free State was set up. 

There was no excuse for retaining war 
taxes on beer and spirits with the inevit- 
able result that breweries were closing, men 
were being disemployed, farmers were losin 
the market for their barley, and the genera 
public was feeling the restriction in the cir- 
culation of money. From 1924 to 1926 there 
was an adverse trade balance on visible trade 
of over fifty millions. ‘That, or, at least, a 
large portion of it. must come out of the 
moneys accumulated during the war years. 
Compared with 1922 the bank deposits for 
1926 showed a reduction of over thirty 
millions. In 1917-1918 the cost of governing 
all Ireland was only 13 millions, or just 
over £3 per head of population. The figure 
now was 50 millions in the Free State, or 
£10 per head. That was a figure far beyond 
the capacity of the nation, and could not 
continue. No thinking man could seriously 
consider the present economics of the 
country without grave alarm for the future. 
Yet, with wise economic Government, the 
country, with its natural resources and ad- 
vantage, could be made one of the richest in 
Europe. 

COSTLY DEPARTMENTS. 

The annual estimates showed that for the 
three years ended April, 1925, the Post Office 
was run at a loss of two and three-quarter 
million pounds. The Finance and Revenue 
Department cost £950,000, while in England's 
last year in control it cost only £535,000 for 
all Ireland. The Ministry for Industry and 
Commerce in a country which was wholly 
agricultural cost in salaries over a quarter 
of a million per annum. It was a nest of 
extravagance and waste. 

They were paying over two and a half 
millions in pensions, most of which could be 
avoided. They were paying nearly half a 
million in Army pensions, and if they only

THE BOUNDARY QUESTION. 

Captain Henry Harrison said that part of 
tha complaint against the Government was 
that the people were not consulted at all in 
regard to matters of great national import- 
ance. He criticised the Government’s action 
in connection with the boundary question 
and said that instead of surrendering on the 
question of Article 12 they should have sub- 
mitted the dispute to the ‘League of Nations 
where the Treaty was registered, The 
people of Ireland were treated as if they 
were mere chattel¢ or toys of Ministers.

| AN EARLY DELIVERY. 

Undoubtedly the quickest route for the 
carriage of mails from London and the manu- 
facturing centres in England is via Holyhead 
and Kingstown, ensuring an earlier delivery 
in Belfast. The Post Office in Northern 
Ireland is a service reserved to the British 
Parliament, but any resentations made to 
the Postmaster-General by the Northern 
Minister of Commerce to have the principal 
English maiis carried by this route would, 
no doubt, receive sympathetic consideration. 
It is difficult to see what objection, political 
or otherwise, could be urged to using This 
route if it would be advantageous to Bel- 
fast business men. As a matter of fact, 
the greater portion of the principal English 
mails for Northern Ireland, up to a distance 
of fifteen miles from Belfast, is already con- 
veyed by the Holyhead and, hingstown route,

A GREAT HANDICAP. 

One leading business man with whom I 
discussed the matter declared that ‘‘ the con- 
tinuance of the present system, with iis in- 
numerable delays and confusions, is ridiculous 
when the Holyhead route is available. Before 
tho war, when this route was used, the im- 
portant London mail was delivered in the 
business districts in Belfast before 10.50 a.m.

VANMAN BATTERED TO 
DEATH. 


MYSTERIOUS CRIME IN THE 
' WESTERN HIGHLANDS. 


A shocking murder is reported from Crieff. 
An old man named Alexander Chalmers, 
employed as a grocer’s vanman, was deliver- 
ing goods in a lonely district when he was 
seen to be lying across the horse outside an 
inn, bleeding from wounds on the head, which 
had been battered in with a lamp taken from 
his van. . He died shortly afterwards, 

Chalmers, who was over sixty years of age, 
had been on his usual country round. His 
journey completed, he was rópa through 
the picturesque Sma Glen of Perthshire tor 
home when ‘he was attacked several miles 
from. Crieff. The inside of the vehicle was 
hespattered with blood, as was also the cover. 
Repeated blows had been struck, as Chalmers 
had two wounds on the back of the head, 
one on the right side of the nose, one on 
the Abst eyebrow and another on the left 

and. 

Chalmers had fallen virtually unconscious, 
but the norse,. accustomed to the routine, had 
continued its homeward way till it reached. 
Foulford Inn, where the vanman invariably 
called. At the inn the occupants were 
startled to find the vanman lying across the 
van and over the rear of the horse, with 
vlood streaming down his face. 

Chalmers was lifted down and placed on a 
eofa. He was then partly conscious, and 
pleaded to be laid on the floor. This done, he 
mumbled: “I was attacked with my van- 
lamp.’’ He expired a few minutes later. 

Another vanman proceeding up the Sma 
Glen later in the evening found a lamp lying 
on the road, but, unaware of the tragedy, 
be threw it away as useless. The police were 
summoned, and are scouring the country in 
every direction. Their efforts were handi- 
capped by the wild gale having broken down 
many of the telegraph and telephone wires. 

The deceased man had been in the employ- 
ment of his firm for over thirty years. it 
is reported that his cash was found intact.

NORTHERN MOTOR BILL. 


AUTOMOBILE ASSOCIATION 
AND COMING LEGISLATION. 


In the coming autumn session of the 


motor vehicles. In connection with this 
measure the Automobile Association (Ulster) 
is urging the Northern Parliament to amend 
certain provisions of the Motor Vehicles Bill 
which are considered to be inimical to the 
interests of the general body of motor car and 
motor cycle owners, 

In a detailed statement, sent to all members 
of Parliament, setting out the various clauses. 
the reasons for opposition and proposed 
amendments, the Automobile Association 
urges :'— 

1. That there should be special clauses deal- 
ing solely with the offence of being drunk in 
charge of a car, this. being the most serious 
offence dealt with in the bill. (The bill as it 
stands links up the two offefices of dangerous 
driving and being drunk in charge, and pro- 
vides the same penalties.) 

2. That /ailure immediately to produce the 
licence on demand should not be an offence, 
provided the driver gives his true name and 
address and produces his licence to the police 
anthorities within three days. 

3. That the owner of a motor car should 
not be guilty of any offence as a result of a 
failure of his driver to renew his driving 
licence. (As the particular clause is now 
drafted the emplover is liable to be charged 
with employing an unlicensed driver, but the 
Association takes the view that, if the em- 
lover, when engaging the driver, satisfied 
Smell that the driver's licence is in order, 
there the matter should end so far as the 
owner is concerned ) 

4. That the proposal to discontinue. the 
issue af driving licences for motor cycles to 
persons under 17 years of age should only he 
sed iuto law upon production of conclusive 
evidence or statistics to establish definitely 
(a) a substantial degree of careless or 
dangerous driving by riders below the age of 
17, or (b) an abnormal number of accidents 
caused by the negligence or inexperience of 
persons below that age. 

5. That the owners of private motor cars 
and motor cycles be exempt from the applica- 
tion of future regulations prescribing fixed 
ed limits for motor vehicles, aa, in .the 
view of the Association, such restrictions 
achieve nothing in the direction of securing 
the safety of the public. 

There are other points in the bill to which 
ohjection has been taken by. the Automobile 
Association, but after full investigation and 
consultation with the Government department

EXPENDITURE IN THE | 
FREE STATE. , 
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SUGGESTED ECONOMIES. 

A meeting was held yesterday at Windy 
Arbour, Dundrum, County Dublin, under the 
auspices of the Dundrum Cottagers’ Associa- 
tion, to discuss housing and: unemployment 
Mr. Patrick Doyle presided, and the meeting 
was addressed by members of the Rathdown 
No. 1 Rural District Council. 

Mr. Patrick J. Brennan said that the Asso- 
ciation had frequently approached the Go- 
vernment requesting legisiation for long-term 
loans for housing schemes and other neces- 
sary work which would help to relieve the 
present state of unemployment, but without 
any result so far.-...All that could be done 
now was to organise the people and get them 
to stand behind the Council. He was con- 
vinced that the money could be procured if 
the Government revenue was spent in the 
proper way, and not squandered ‘in high 
salaries and administrative, expenses. 

As a means oí economising revenué, Mr. 
Brennan advocated the abolition of the post 
of Governor-General and the standing Army 
and the Senate. The Government expenditure 
for 1925-26 was £26,220,638. Revenue frcem 
taxation for the year was £25,439;096, and 
the deficit was £781,542. The taxation per 
head of the population is estimated at £7 6s. ; 
in the United States it is £6 14s. i0d, per 
head, and in~ Denmark £4-18s.- 4d. The 
abolition of the post of Governor-General 
would. mean a saving oí over 4£27,000,. the 
abolition of the Senate £40,000; a saving of 
£800.000 could he effected by a reduction’ of 
the Civic Guard. ” Two millions could be 
saved by the abolition of the standing Army, 
and five millions by a reduction in high 
salaries, some of which range at present 
from’ £1,000 to £2,500. The Army as now 
constituted costs more than the armies of 
Australia and New Zealand combined, and 
more than the armies of Canada, Denmark, 
and Norway.
